1 REMARKS 

2 The Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration and Allowance of Claims 1, 4, 5, 

3 7, 8, 9, 1 1 , 1 2, 1 4, 1 5, 1 7, and 1 8 in view of the amendments presented above and the following 

4 arguments. 

5 CLAIM OBJECTIONS 

6 Claims 1-17, 19, and 20 were objected to for informalities. These informalities have 

7 been addressed by amendments to the claims as suggested by the Examiner. As a result, 

8 Applicant submits that these informalities have been properly corrected and Applicant 

9 respectfully requests that the objections to these claims on these grounds be withdrawn and 

10 the remaining claims of this group be allowed. 

11 35 U.S.C. S112 REJECTIONS 

12 Claims 2, 3, and 10 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112 for failing the enablement 

13 requirement. Claims 2, 3, and 10 have been canceled. 

14 35 U.S.C. §102 REJECTIONS 

15 Claims 1-3, 5, 7-12, 14, 15, 17, and 18 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. §102(b) as 

16 anticipated by Cannetl U.S. Pat. No. 3,752,518. 

17 Claims 1-5, 7-12, 14, and 15-19 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. §102(b) as anticipated 

18 by Sweet U.S. Pat. No. 5,340,172. 

19 STATUS OF THE CLAIMS 

20 Claims 2, 3, 6, 10, 13, 16, 19, and 20 have been canceled. 

21 Claims 1, 4, 5, 7, 8, 9, 11, 12, 14, 15, 17, and 18 remain pending in this case. 

22 Claims 6, 13, and 20 were identified as allowable if rewritten in independent form. 

23 Applicant has added daim 6 to independent claim 1 , added claim 13 to independent claim 9 
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1 and added claims 20 and 19 to independent claim 18. Likewise, Applicant has added claim 16 

2 to independent claim 15. 

3 IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE OFFICE ACTION, CLAIMS 1. 9. 15, 18 ARE NOT TAUGHT OR 

4 SUGGESTED BY THE CITED ART 

5 The Examiner rejected independent Claims 1, 9, 15, 18 under 35 U.S.C. §102(b) as 

6 anticipated by either U.S. Patent 3,752,518 to Cannell or U. S. Patent 5,340,172 to Sweet. 

7 Nonetheless, the Examiner found that dependent claims 6, 13, and 20 would be allowable if 

8 rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any 

9 intervening claims. Applicant has made the suggested amendments as set forth above and 

10 respectfully submits that independent claims 1 , 9 and 20 are allowable now in accordance with 

11 the Examiner's office action. Further, Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration and 

12 allowance of the claims depending from the allowable independent claims. That is, Applicant 

1 3 also respectfully requests reconsideration and allowance of claims 4, 5, 7 and 8 depending from 

14 independent claim 1; and claims 11, 12, and 14 depending from independent claim 9, in 

15 accordance with the Examiner's conclusions as to allowability of claims 6, 13 and 20. 

16 Still further, Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration and allowance of 

1 7 independent claim 1 5 which has been amended to include the limitation of dependent claim 1 6. 

1 8 The limitation of dependent claim 1 6 was the same as the limitation in claims 6, 1 3 and 20. As 

19 a result, Applicant respectfully submits that independent claim 15 is also in condition for 

20 allowance along with dependent claim 17.
